in the United States. The association 
handled 347,5t>8 packed boxes, or 869 
cars. 
This includes the fruit of the 


Glendora and Covina districts as well 
as the San Dimas district. A compara- 
tively small amount of 
lemons 
are 


grown in Covina and Giendora, as these 
districts arc devoted to the raising of 
oranges.

Bonds Sell at Profit 


J. D. COLES SPEAKER AT 


PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 


Pomotropic: 
The voters of Citrus 


union high school district liave anx- 
iously been waiting for nine months 
for the sale of the high school bonds 
voted December 14 last year and rat- 
ified February 1. 


During the latter part of July the 


high school board, through the board 
of supervisors, accepted bid at par and 
accrued interest 
on $39,000 of 
the 


bonds in exchange for a new high 
school site at the corner .of Ben Lo- 
mond and the boulevard. 
Thursday 


of last week the clerk of the board, 
J. B. Stair, completed transaction with 
the California company through the 
board of supervisors for the remaining 
$2(51,000 of bonds at par and accrued 
interest. 


The patrons of the high school dis- 


trict 
have 
naturally 
been anxious 


to sec work begin on the new school 
and have inquired at times regarding 
the delay in sale of bonds. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there has never been a 
time since the bonds were voted when 
they could have been sold at par. The 
trustees are aware of the fact that 
bonds have been sold in a few locali- 
ties but in every case these bonds 
have either drawn (i per cent interest 
or have been sold below par, in spite 
of the fact that it is illegal to sell 
bonds delow par. Such a transaction 
is made possible by allowing the con- 
tractor to make his bid high enough to 
cover loss in bonds and the bond com- 
pany in turn takes the bonds off his 
hands. 
The 
trustees 
have 
several 


times been approaehc-d on this propo- 
sition, and in every ir.istu.iee the loss 
to the district would have been $10,- 
000 or more, but repeatedly the board 
lias replied that they would not break 
trust with the voters of their district, 
regardless of the practice in any other 
district. 


The delay in the sale of bonds, how- 


ever, has resulted favorably for the 
district inasmuch as the accrued in- 
terest up to date, which amounts to 
over $12,000, will return to the dis- 
trict 's credit to be used in the new 
plant, and furthermore, building costs 
have reduced approximately 20 per 
cent which will mean a saving to the 
district of approximately $50,000. All 
of this moans that a finer, larger, more 
complete plant, better equipped, can 
be erected on the new high school 
site.

Bonds Sell at Profit 


Pomotropic: 
The voters of Citrus 


union high school district have anx- 
iously been waiting for nine months 
for the sale of the high school bonds 
voted December 14 hist year and rat- 
ified February 1. 


During the" latter part of July the 


high school board, through the board 
of supervisors, accepted bid at par and 
accrued interest 
on $39,000 of 
the 


bonds in exchange for a new high 
school site at the corner .of Ben Lo- 
mond and the boulevard. 
Thursday 


of last week the clerk of the board, 
J. B. Stair, completed transaction with 
the California company through the 
board of supervisors for the remaining 
$201,000 of bonds at par and accrued 
interest. 


The patrons of the high seliool dis- 


trict 
have 
naturally 
been 
anxious 


to see work '^egiii on the new school 
and have inquired at times regarding 
the delay in sale of bonds. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there has never been a 
time since the bonds were voted when 
they could have been sold at par. The 
trustees are aware of the fact that 
bonds have been sold in a few locali- 
ties but in every case these bonds 
have either drawn 0 per cent interest 
or have be-en sold below par, in spite 
of the fact that it is illegal to sell 
bonds delow par. Such a transaction 
is made possible by allowing the con- 
tractor to make his bid high enough to 
cover loss in bonds and the bond com- 
pany in turn takes the bonds Off his 
hands. 
The 
trustees 
have 
several 


times been approached on this propo- 
sition, and in every instance the loss 
to the district would have been $10,- 
000 or more, but repeatedly the board 
has replied that they would not break 
trust with the voters of their district, 
regardless of the practice in any other 
district. 


The delay in the sale of bonds, how- 


ever, has 'resuljed favorably for the 
district inasmuch as the accrued in- 
terest up to date, which amounts to 
over $12,000, will return to the dis- 
trict 's credit to be used in the new 
plant, and furthermore, building costs 
have reduced approximately 
L!0 
per 


cent which will mean a saving to the 
district of approximately $50,000. 
All 


of this means that a finer, larger, more 
complete plant, better equipped, can 
be erected on the new high school 
site.

standing armies without getting down 
to the theory which underlay the war 
ft nd army. Back of militarism lies a 
wrong theory, a wrong conception of 
the state, viz., that the state is not a 
moral entity. 
We are going to find 


that the state has just as much right 
to be dominated by the principles of 
Jesus Christ as the individual." 


The 
following resolution 
on the 


limitation of armament conference was 
unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, we believe that a war-less 


world -is possible and desirable, and 


Whereas, we believe a radical change 


in the so-called preparedness policies of 
the nations to be absolutely essential if 
the world is to be able to -conserve the 
gains of civilization so far made, 


Therefore be it resolved, that we, the 


citizens of Covina, California, in mass 
meeting assembled this 6th day of No- 
vember, 1921, do hereby call upon our 
national representatives at the coming 
conference on limitation of armaments, 
and upon the president and congress, to 
do all in their power to secure as a 
result of the conference some definite 
plan which shall bring about a speedy 
beginning and insure a steady prosecu- 
tion of a reduction .in the armed forces 
of nil nations. 


Be it further resolved, that we here- 


by express our firm conviction that 
world peace can and should be based 
on international law, courts of justice, 
and boards of arbitration, administered 
by some world-wide association of na- 
tions, practising equality of race treat- 
ment, and seeking to spread good-will 
among nations;
